—From J. B, Lippincott & Co. we have re-
ceived “'Hints for a Six Mooths' Tour in
Europe,” by John M. B, Latrobe. This
volume is an amplifisation of the anthor’
note-hook, and it is designed especially for the
guidanee of those who visit Europe without
any settled idens as to where they ought to
go, and how they can paws their time most
advantageonsly. The work i neither a guide-
book nor anarrative of travel, mt in a plea-
sant and entertaining manner it sketches the
programme of a tour through France, ;tnl_\'.
Austria, Baxony, Prussin, the Tyrol, Switser-
land, Holland, Belginm, England, and Seet-
land. such as the author made himself dnring
the sumumer of lnst year, Mr. Latrobe is an
intelligent traveller, and while his book is
pleasant reading, it gives valusble hints as to
what to see and how to see it, and it oan
searcely fail to be usoful to Enropean travel-
lers, especinlly those whose time is limited,
and who desire to make the most of it.

—From Turner Brothers & Co., the Phila-
delphin agents, we have received
Fowls: their Origin and History,” by J. W,
Cooper, M. D. This work is an amplification
of o treatise put forth by the author ten years
ago, and it contaings a l‘nlllplohl I.I#_‘Hl'l'ill'l'll!'.l of
the varions breeds of game fowls, strains and
crosses; the American and English modes
of feeding, training, and breeding: how lo
breed and cross, improving guality and pre-
gerving feather, together with n deseription
and treatment of all disenses incident to game
fowls, Dr. Cooper is well known as a game-
cock fancier, and this work is fall of informa-
tion of all kinds which persons interested in
the breeding of game fowls will appreciate,
and it will doubtless be received as the stand-
ard authority on the subject,

—**The Mississippi Valley," by J. W. Fos-
ter, LL. D., published hy 8. C. Griggs & Co,,
Chiecago, i3 an important and valuable work.
The anthor describes in a comprehensive form
the physical geography of the great Missis
sippi Valley, and particnlarly that which lies
west of the Mississippi river. As this region
is rapidly being sottled and brought under
cultivation, a carefully prepared and scholarly
work like this, which explains the charae-
teristics of the conntry in a clear, precise, and
comprehensive manner,will be read with plea-
sure by all who are interested in the develop.
ment of onr resources. Mr. Foster has not
intended this to be a purely scientific work,
but he has attempted to present a series of
graphic sketches of the great phenomena of
the region in u form which should interest
and instruct the general reader, and at the
same time to explain those natural laws to
whose operations these plenomena are due.
The work is hundsomely printed, and it is a
highly ereditable specimen of Chicago book-
making,

ceived “‘Problematic Characters,” by Fried-
rich Spielhaven. ‘Translated by Professor
Sehele de Vere. This is a novel by a German
writer who has a great reputation in his own
country, and whose talents will donbtless re-
ceive a fitting recognition here. It is a story
of singnlar interest and profound thonght,
which the spdmirers of the higher grades of
fiotion will be glad not only to read, but to
place upon the shelves of their libraries for
repeated perusal. The story is prefaced by an
interesting skelch of the author from the
Westminater Review.

Bartholdy is worthy of a noble name and of
the warm and Hrﬂ|<~f|¢| roemmmbrance of every
one whose heart can be touched and movel Lo
emotion by the power of music. Ay we fol.
low in this sketch the course of his short bint
benutifnl life, we shall be the more interested
if we keep in mind that ke lived almost in
onr own times, and that his soul was snbjeot
to many of the same influences which wa feel
to-day. He belongs to us, almost as much as
does Tennyson or Longfellow, and wa finl in
him a8 much sympathy and love as is to ba
found in the works of those masters of wond-
music,

Mendolssohn's enreor is remarkable for the
great contrast which 1 presents to the lives of
so many men of genins, He was not snb-
jected o ;-inrliinH poverty; his lot was not to
struggle for his very existence, while pursaing

| his calling with almost superhuman zeal and

Energy; kis pinno was not his food, and cloth-
ing, and fuel, as in the case of some whoso
onreer has heen traced,  His happy lot was so
far from this that e was born in Inxory, with
kind and apprecintive parents; and with avery.
thing that conld be desired to make lite
happy nnd prosperous,  He bad health, per.
sonal beauty, intelloctnnl ounlture, a refinod
and dearly-loved howe, n beautifal and affee-
tionate wife, and the admiration, nay, almost
the worship, of the public that awaited with
lomging and received with the greatest joy
every frosh oreation of his mind;  Yet in all
this prosperity we find him, not the spoiled
child of fortune, but her dutiful and loving
son, amisble and philanthropie, devoted 1o
his art for his own sake, not for the sake of
the emolmments and honors which it bronght
lim, with its congeiened ever troe and alwayas
obeyed, and with his energy of character nu-
impaired,  With truth we cun siay, most hap-
pill)' was he named Felix,

{e was born st Huoburg on the 3d of Feb.-
ruary, 1809, He was the second of Tour chil-
dren, the eldest of whom was the sister
Fanny, afterwards Madame Hensel, who was
also possessed of rare musical abilities, and
whose warm sympathy won for ler a plice
nearer her brother's heart than wus ocenpied
by any of his other relations,

Felix's musical abilities were manifestad at
A very early age, and his mother devoted het-
self to his edueation with care. The family
finally removed to Berlin, where the boy was
placed nunder the tuition of Zelter, the Dires-
tor of the Berlin Binging Acidemy, for
thorough-bass and composition, Berger was
his instructor npon the piano-forte, and ocea-
sionally he took lessons of distingaished pro-
fessors residing for short periods in Berlin,
mmong whom weréd Hummel and Moscheles.
He played publicly for the first time in his
ninth year, at Berlin, and that, too, “‘with so
much lightness, certointy, and spirit, that it
was beyond the power of the most practised
critiec to detect from the performance that
there was only a child nine years old seated
it the piano-forte.” Meanwhile his father
had planped small family concerts at inter-
vals of a fortnight; aud at these little assem-
blies were produced the symphonies that
Zelter had indnced his pupil to write for the
quartets of stringed instruments,

When twelve yeurs old he went with Zelter
to visit Goethe, who ¢nickly perceived the
genius of the hoy, and continned to be his
wirm friend ever aftorwards. Of all the let-
ters of the composer which we have, perhaps
the most interesting ave those writtén daring
visits to Goethe, for in them we find recorded
the close relations of friendship between two
of the greatest artists that Have ever lived,
and can trace the bonds of affinity between
two great and noble sounls,

In his sixteenth year Mendelssohn wrote
the Ottett for stringed instrunents, which
will always be considered a musterpiece of
chamber musice, and the overture to the M-
stnemer Night's Dyeawn was composed only
two years later. Dut all this time his atten-
tion was not devoted exclusively to his own
specinl subject, For more than a year he
wns A matrienlated student in the University
of Berlin, and & proof of his proficiency is to
be found in amasterly translation of Terenca's
“Andrin,” which was printed at the time for
private circulation, and a copy of which he
gent to his friend Goethe,

In 1529 Mendelssohn went for the first time
to England, where his double character of

| pianist and composer won for him the valu-

able friendship of wany most distingaished
men in his profession, Afterwards proceed-
ing to Scotland for a tour among the High-

| lands, his mind recoived impressions from

which resulted the “*Overture to the Habri-
des,” and his Scottish symphony in A minor.
Boon after this jonrney, his operetta of Suu
and Stranger was produced for the oceasion
of the silver wedding of his parents, which fell
on Christmas day. In the spring of 1510 he
left home again for a longer tour, and it was
during this nbsence that the letters from Italy
and BSwitzerland, published by his brother
Paul, were written. It is from these letters we
can get a better iden of his churacter than,
perhaps, from any other sonrce. They ara
full of intellectual vitality and spivitual life
and aetivity, conveying readily to the mind of
the reader a conception of the mobile and
sensitive character of their anthor. For this
purpose, howeaver, a little book, rm'vllll}' Ii.]:IA
lished, called “Reminiscences of Mendels-
sobn,” by Elise Polko, a book of which 1
cannot help speaking, is partienlarly service-
able, It is hardly a biography—it tellsneithar
when he was born nor when he died; yet it is

better than a biography; it is more than a |

book of remembrances; 1t is alwost Mendols-
sohn himself, and in reading it one seems to
so0 the slender, agile form of the master
wielding the baton, or bending over the score
with his hend resting on his hand; while at
other times we thrill with emotion at hearing
the grand music in the Gewandhans Hall.

The two greatest works of Mendelssohn,
the oratorios of St Paul and Eljjok, are thoss
npon which his fame chiefly rests. The latter
was written expressly for the festival held at
Birmingham, England, where it was performed
August 26, 1846, He had Leen engaged nine
years on its composition, and had resigned
the post of inspector of musio, which he had
filled for some time in Berlin, in order to
superintend the performance in England.
Mendelssohn writes after his return to Leipsio,
I yeference to thin first presentation of his

reat work, ‘“I'ne first performance of my

ijak exeeeded all the wishes which the com-
poser may feel at such an {mportant moment,
and the evident goodwill of all the artists in
the orchestra, as well ns the kindness with
which the andience veceived the work, will be
ns long as 1 live a souree of grateful recollec.
tion,”  Lligak was represented a second time
in England at Loodon during the following
year, and on this oveasion, also, the COIRPOSLT
Wis presont,

His medieal adviser had already forbidden
him to play nny more in public, and yst he
undertook this great labor, so much tﬁtl he
love to insure the successful rendering of the
music that bhad sprung from his own soul,
The effort was too mueh for his health, and

be was much prostaated.  Yhile in this weak

conld never be happy before, now nffected

him painfully, even to teare. Hiw wife,
finding «ll' her previoms ‘efforls to
aronse himn  unavailing, finally propossd

a tour in Switerdand, nad with his family,
accompnnied by his brother Panl and his wifs,
and by Fanny's husband, Professor Hansal,
he wert to Intferlakon to qputnl tha snmmor,
Of hin lifo here he writes:—"'1 have begun to
write muogic very busily; the threa elidor ohil.
dren work with me in the forenoon; in the
afternoon, when the weather permits, wa all
take & walk togelber.” And in another lat-
ter: — " “We walk & great deal, the children do
their lewsons, Cecila paints Alpine roses, ani
I write mmsic; o the days pass monotonously
nnd tpli('f«]_\'.

The winter came and he mtuenad to Loip.
sie, but only to meet there fare to face the
foa with whom he had been secretly contend.-
ing for so long a time, He sat one day at the
piano, playing as nsuil, when he snddenly
raised his hands to lis head as if in pain.  Ha
guickly became insensibile, and thowugh he ral-
lied from this first cerebral attack; another
soon seized him, and on the 4th of November,
1847, he peacefully breathed s Tnal, s
rounded by his family and a lwle groap of
intimate friends.

The enrly death of snch an artist was folt by
those who knew him best to be an irrapirahla
loss, **He lived years whilst others wonld
have lived only weeks," Mr. Benedict has
said of him; and there is no donbt that this
unremitted nctivity of body and mind has.
tened the wear and lear of his eonstitution.
He was what may be called a strictly con.
scientions composer, for we find in his works
not o passage written *“‘merely to fill in"
Every part of his work was bronght to his
ideal of expressiveness before he left it, and
the perfect work of a master hand is ‘mrcnpb
ible in everything that we have from his pen,

I feel that I canmot do better than to close
this article with his own words, 8o c'xrrpﬁ«'ivu
ns they are of the spirit that animated him in
all his labors, The words are in a letter to
his old master, Zelter, and they st receive
the assent of every one who listensto the St
Pavl and Eljadh,

The great master said:—*‘T require no nn-
dercurrent of thounght when I hear music,
which is not to me a ‘mere medinm to elevate
the mind to piety,” as they say, but a distinet
language, speaking plainly to me; for, thongh
the sense i8 erpressed by the words, it is
equally contained in the music.”

THE SITUATION IN TEXAS.
e enen

The following exirnet from a private letter
written by an officer in the army to a friend in
this city gives a forcible description of the con-
dition of affairs in the sontheastern portion of
Texas, The letter is dated from the stockade
at Jefferson, June 6;—

One would readily think the war was not over
vet, from the vast amount of bloodshed and
cruelty still ragzing in these parts; and 1 think,
to speak truly, it is not. The constant reporis
of erime which reach our ears daily justity me
in saying that society is in guite a chaotie state,
and not yet recovered from the horrible influ-
ences of the war, Much has been sald about the
condition of aifairs in Texns; muny reports and
contra reports, so 1shall not pretend to have
youto form an opliion upon my say so, but will
give you n number of examples, from whigh
you or any one ¢ls¢ may draw your own concla-
slon.  With one or two excoptions, I will cop-
fine my oxnmples to erimes committed sinee my
arrival here. As von know, I arrived here on the
17th of March last. Upon my arcival 1 found
that my first tour of duoty wonld be at whar |
am now doiug, guarding prisoners in the stock-
ade.  On my fiest tour of duty I receipted for
about twenty prisoners, nearly all contined tor
murder., This morning I receipted for forty-
three, all confined for murder, Of this number
twenty-three are confined for the murder of
Hon. George W. Smith and four Frenchmen,
and an attempt to murder Judge Colwell and
others. These are now belog tried by a military
commission, of which General Hateli Is Presi-
dent, and Colonel Dudley, Colonel 8tarr, Colonel
Thotler, Major Bissell, Major Gordon, and Cap-
tain Bchwink are members, The murder wis
committed on the night of the 4th of Octobor
lagt, at what Is called the CUnlaboose. Smuith
wiis a Northern man, who eame down here with
a large stock of dry goods (0 I am properly ia-
formed), belonging principally to bhis unels,
After remalning here some time in the pursnit
of his business he began to enter into polities
on the radienl ticket, and  was gent Lo the State
Convention ealled for the purpose of forming i
new Constitution In harmony with the requice-
monts of the Reconstruction acts of Congross,
Of course his miain support was the negrocs,
whose votes elected him, His polities very
#oon relieved him of any white friends he may
have had in the communiiy, except a few radi-
cals,  About the 8th of October last he gol fnto
some trouble, and (it appears by testimony in
the case now on trial betore the commission, as
does all 1 have written) that, in self-defense, he
fired o shot or two from a revolver at somo per-
son or persons who had fired on him, He was
arrested that night and put 1o the ealaboose, as
aleo were some negroes. The following ulghit,
nfter the usunl taps npon the bell for such pur-
poses, the honorable members of the “Kolghts
of the Rising Sun” collected themselyes togelhivr
as & Sabballh sun wus sebting, and bLravely
marched forwards fo the calaboose ina mob
variously estlmnied ag from &) o 200, where,
with arms of all deseriptions and disguised by
masks, ate., thoy assaulted and muardercd Smith
and the negrocs. They are now on trial before
the commission, The prisonera are members of
the families of this clity—muany of them are
called the best families. T have no deubt the
commission will do them justice, It I8 now 2
o'clock in the morning. 1 sit o my litle wall-
tent Inside the stoeknde, keeplng vigllhaut watel
over these “‘eitlzens of Texas" It might be in-
teresting to von to kuow what the thing looks
like, Of course, at this time in the morning
every (ldng Is ws still ns dench. It Is meot ghat
all thinge should be guiet and still around sach
o mass of sln.  The stockade proper is made by
diguivg atrench about 200 feot long by 100 fed
brosd, and about one foot wide, Large plog
logs are cut, say 15 feet long, and sut up col-
ways in this trench (the ground packed o
around them) close together, entirely aroand,
forming a compnet wall, in whicli are porthales,
cut for the purpose of defense frow inside. Ty
the centre of this slosure s a bullding of
etgong planks one siory high, 295 by abour 140
feet, sel directly fn the centre, and divided into
three apartments, with two small cells nt ouy
end for desperate characters. In this are thesg
Heltizens of Texns" quictly slumbering to-night,
and I keep wateh owtside. Near the top of the
stocknde L built entirely around It a cnnseway,
on elther side of whith 15 n sentry diligently
Luu tug his beat. These four eentrics, the turii-

¢y who manages the big gate, and mysell, fori
the guard lor to-night to hold In custody tuss
Helthrens.”  What o pleasant duty—lorty-throee
murderers ! Don't you envy me §

I have sald twenty-three are on trinl; of the
remainiug twenty, six have toroed State’s evi-
denes, which leaves fourtesn yel in the stockade
unaccounted for.  OFf these one ie named Greon,
u prominent cltizen of one of the adjolulo g
counties, and & man of about thlrky years of nge.
About six weeks ago four negroes were taken
out, and shot or hung. Captain Wagner, of my
regiment (a Pennsylvanian, from Pottsville, Pa, ),
was sent 1o the place to make nn Inveatigation,
und find out, If possible, the murderers. Lieu-

named Sahuon; another ks a man pamed Fakey,
confined for the murder of & man named George
Mann; another, nwmed Bishop, was.a member of
Baker's Land of bandits, who have murdered
scores of whites and hundreds of negroes, and
who a rhort time before I came down here was
shot (Baker, I mean) and brought here to the
commimding officer of the post, for whose body
a rewnrd, both Ly the clvil and military, had
bern offered

Three others, Denton, Ward, and Blake, werns
broughit in o few days ago from a county north
of us, for the murder of several citizens, The
rest ave all confined for horse-stenllng and mur-
der. A few weeks ago, n noted outlaw and
leader of o band of outlaws, nnmed Bickerstall,
and one of his men, were murdered some dis-
tance west of us,  Abont two weeks ngo one of
our soldlers was murdered down In town by a
negro, who gtabbed him nine times. Ao eveq-
ing or two sluce that & white man was shot in
town, und I think afterwards died. I am not
certaln, because murders arg so frequent, and
the particulars of them confused in my mingd.
Last week there were three murders at Marshall,
alittle town twenty miles from this. Among
the number muordered was the sheriff of the
county, a noted and persistent Union man. |
had this from Capiain Waguer, who commands
the post, a day or two since, who s personally
coguizant of every case, To-day o strong guard
of cavalry left bhere for Marshall, as I undor-
stund, to infure the safer oxecution of the law
in hanging two murderers, who are to be hung
there to-morrow,

As my friend and fellow oilicer, Lientonant
Colby, was on his way down here from Groen-
ville, this Btate, n conple of weeks ngo, b party
nod escort were fired on (we never travel ten
miles without an escort); he followed the party,
fired on them, and wounded dangeronsly one
man, When the 6th Coavalry came into the
nefghborhiood of Grecuville, which s about o
hundred miles west from this, Capt. Tolmoaw, one
lieutenant, and thirty men were surrounded by
nbout two hundred of these bandits, and held ia
sfege tor, 1 think the captain told me, two
weeks.  This happened n month or more ago.

Since this trisl by the military commission
began, w couple of men who gave State’s evi-
dence and testimony in the case have bLean
threatened with their lives, and are obliged to
leave this country. They are now making pre-
parations to go, and although one of them has
nearly o hundred thousdnd dollars’ worth of

property here, he doss not  dare w0 o
out  from under miliary protectlon, such
is the state of soclety here. I  might
spend o half  day  reloting  erimes  which

Linve been committed within o space of a hun-
dred miles west of the Loulslana border at this
1...1m. and fifty miles north and south of this.
dut T will not weary your patience. It will take
some little ‘time yet to settle up matters and
reduce society ton civil status, It 18 probably
not known to you that there haa been quite a
number of troops scut to this Btate, and nothing
could have been doune for the State to facilitate
reconstruction more than this. The Rebel
element were fast annlhilnting the few sparks of
loyalty and Uplonism which had existed and
sprung up in their midst; nnd which was and is
destined to amellorate society and inspire loyalty
and good feeling toward the General Govern-
ment, and re-establish & Brate government loyal
10 the General Government. The case nbove
mentioned of the murder of the Hon. George W,
Smith and four freedmen was o political murder.
The l'lllfﬂl_'r'e murdered weore loyal, and supported
the Reconstruction acts of Congress, whom the
Rebel element, not being able e control, de-
stroyed. At that murder which was committed
at “the Qalaboore™ (a juil)y, ffteen Unitod States
soldlers, on guard for protection of Smith and
the negrecs, were disarmed and held in custody
by the pmob while the murders were committed.
There were, however, here only about thirty
men stationed at the post, entirely unable to
withetand =0 many outlaws—all of whom were
armed with double<barreled shot guns, revolvers,
ele,

We have now, however, a larger garrlson,
composed of portious of the 11th Infautry and
the 4th and 6th Cavalry. The country feels the
relief given by the presence of troops und loyal
men breathe more freely, The cavalry have
been keptquite busy scouting In squads for these
fugitives from justice, or rather eriminals, who
bave hitherto bnd no justice to fear,
